An E g y p t i a n government 
sp okesman said a two-hou r ex­ 
change of gu nfire occu rred to­ 
day—the fifth su ccessive day of 
violence in the Egyp tian-held 
coastal area Of Palestine. He 
said no Egyp tian casu alties had 
been rep orted. 
IN JERUSALEM, an Israeli 
army sp okesman said 
Israeli 
p lanes 
today 
encou ntered 
a 
nu mber of Egyp tian aircraft fly­ 
ing over Israel. He said the 
Egyp tian p lanes tu rned back to­ 
ward their own territory after 
being intercep ted. 
Egyp tian au thorities said yes­ 
terday’s fighting brou ght 
the 
total dead in incidents du ring 
the p ast week to 7 Egyp tians 
and 13 Israelis. 
Each side yesterday blamed 
the other for the continu ance of 
bloodshed.

French government decided to­ 
day to try and form a new and

Premier Edgar Fau re’s gov­ 
ernment will strive to do this 
before Sep t. 12 in its effort to 
bring p eace to French Morocco, 
scene of bloody violence in the 
p ast two weeks. 
Pierre Ju ly, minister for Tu ­ 
nisian 
and 
Moroccan 
affairs, 
told a news conference at the 
end of a cabinet meeting today 
that the government had com­ 
p leted its examination of re­ 
p orts su bmitted by the “Com­ 
mittee of Five” on Moroccan af­ 
fairs. 
THE REPORTS were drafted 
on the basis of talks last week 
in Aix Les Bains with Moroccan 
leaders. 
Ju ly said that the cabinet 
members had u nanimou sly en­ 
dorsed 
the general Moroccan 
p olicy and au thorized Premier 
Fau re and himself to continu e 
negotiations with the National­ 
ists. 
Asked if the new Moroccan 
government wou ld inclu de mem­ 
bers of the Istiqlal (Indep end­ 
ence) p arty, Ju ly rep lied: 
“We want to make it as rep ­ 
resentative as p ossible.” 
HE SAID that talks with the 
Istiqlal 
and other Moroccans 
started last week at Aix Les 
Bains wou ld be continu ed in 
Paris. He gave no definite date 
for new contacts. 
He said that he p ersonally was 
“satisified” with the cabinet ac­ 
tion today. 
Qu estioned as to the cabinet’s 
decisions on the p osition of Gil­ 
bert Grandval, French Resident 
General in Morocco rep ortedly 
attemp ting to resign, Ju ly said 
there was no decision yet. 
ALTHOUGH never officially 
confirmed, 
Grandval’s resigna­ 
tion is known to have been su b­ 
mitted. One sou rce last night 
said the resignation had been ac­ 
cep ted bu t that no annou nce­ 
ment wou ld be made u ntil a su c­ 
cessor has been named. 
The 
cabinet 
met for nine 
hou rs yesterday and again today 
to examine the p rop osals emerg­ 
ing from the meetings at Abe 
Les. Bains. 
While Ju ly exp ressed satisfac­ 
tion with the cabinet sessions, he 
gave no indication that concrete 
decisions had been reached on 
qu estions known to be cau sing 
strong feelings in the coalition 
government of Premier Fau re.

Gen. Jaco^ K. Javits 
said today thqt complex issues 
of the future would place upon 
the American press an ev^n 
heavier “responsibility for the 
success of our republic and its 
free institutions.” 
Javits spoke at the annual 
summer-autumn convention of 
the New York State Society of 
Newspaper Editors.

He said in a prepared speech 
that newspapers had done out­ 
standing work in prying truth 
from the Iron Curtain and in 
educating the public for the 
atomic age. 
“ AS 
THE 
ISSUES become 
even more complex , more in­ 
formation will be needed,” he 
said. 
The 
attorney 
general 
also 
urged the editors to join him in 
his fight against “bait advertis­ 
ing” in the sale of home appli­ 
ances and services. 
He recalled that he had asked 
the 1955 Legislature to give him 
injunctive power against sellers 
and promoters who used decep­ 
tive advertising practices. The 
bill passed the Assembly but 
died in the Senate.

tions” that some elements of 
the press “were concerned lest 
the 
bill effect 
them,” Javits 
said. 
He added:

better than anyone's expecta­ 
tions. The blind proved amaz­ 
ingly able to perform any task 
assigned to them. 
TODAY HELLER has a res­ 
ervoir of 
500 
skilled 
blind 
workers to draw on, employs 
from 100 to 150, depending on 
seasonal fluctuations in the toy 
industry. He avoids any senti­ 
ment in discussing them. He is 
a hard-headed realist, credits 
their efficiency largely for the 
fact his business has grown 
from $300,000 to $2,000,000 an­ 
nually in six years, now is the 
top producer in the field. 
Some of the blind do office 
work. Some operate drill presses 
and riveting machines. Some 
assemble and pack the tool kits. 
When the firm added a line of 
chemistry sets, microscopes and 
juvenile mechanical drawing kits, 
the blind learned the necessary 
new skills quickly and easily. 
“ IN ALL SINCERITY,•» said 
Heller, “I would stack them up 
against the best group of sighted 
people. 
Our people would do 
their jobs better—and get them 
done faster. They develop a 
marvelous sense of touch that 
compensates for their loss of 
sight.” 
Do they have any other ad­ 
vantages? 
“Many,” said Heller crisply. 
“They don’t argue or quibble or 
to the Chicago Lighthouse for i loaf on the job. If they get paid

spree till the next Wednesday. 
“There is little absenteeism. 
A blind man has to be really 
sick before he'll miss work. Once 
we’ve trained a blind worker 
we’ve never had to let one go— 
not a single one—because he let 
down on the job. 
“ THEY ARE HAPPIER work­ 
ing than many people who cah 
see. We have music for them, 
and often they break out sing­ 
ing."They are also more careful. 
Our safety record is perfect. 
We’ve never had an accident.” 
The blind are paid during a 
four-week training period. They 
then receive the same wage 
scale — up to $2 an hoUr — as 
workers in other Chicago toy 
factories, plus extra money if 
their output is above the aver­ 
age. 
“They come from all walks of 
life,” said Heller. “One of our 
superintendents was the per­ 
sonnel director of a large cor­ 
poration before he lost his 
sight. Another was a contractor. 
“ ABOUT 3 5 .per cent of our 
blind are women. They do as 
well as thé men — and some 
things better. 
But they're all 
good.” 
All his blind employes come 
to work and go home by them­ 
selves. A few have seeing eye 
dogs. But most pride,themselves 
on the fact they can got along 
with nothing but a white cane. 
An example of their ability 
to grow on a job: A group of six 
workers who packed 800 sets 
of toys in a given period when 
they first started on the job 
three years ago can now pack 
4,000 sets in the same time—a 
production increase of 500 per 
cent. 
“More employers ought to go 
to the nearest agency for the 
blind,” said Heller, “and really 
find out for themselves what 
the blind can do. "They’ll find 
them to be, man for man, a 
greater asset than many of the 
people they have on their pay­ 
roll now.”

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STUDYING WEATHER 
The first step in co ntro lling weather is 
getting to kno w and understand it. The 
United States Weather Bureau is prepar­ 
ing to make this mo v e. 
Armed with an appro priatio n frefh Co n­ 
gress, the Weather Bureau ns planning a 
study o f hurricanes and to rnado es in an 
attempt to learn what influences these wind 
and clo ud mo nsters. Already skilled at 
tracking these sto rms, the Bureau is try ­ 
ing to dev elo p still mo re accurate fo recast­ 
ing in an effo rt to reduce perso nal injuries 
and pro perty damage. It is ho ped that this 
new kno wledge can reduce the annual 
$100,000,000 pro perty damage caused by 
these sto rms by at least a tenth. 
The Weather Bureau requested a grant 
o f $3 ,000,000 fo r financing this study . The 
request was made.befo re the hurricane sea­ 
so n go t under way . Co nsequently , Co ngress 
autho rized an appro priatio n o f o nly $5 00,- 
000. If Co ngress were in sessio n no w that 
hurricanes actually are lashing the eastern 
seabo ard, it wo uld pro bably appro priate 
twice the amo unt requested. Despite the 
sev ere cut, the Weather Bureau will start 
its pro jected study , ho ping that ev entually 
Co ngress will understand the necessity fo r 
granting the full amo unt. 
While it may nev er be po ssible to gain 
mastery o v er the weather, mo re accurate 
fo recasting appears feasible. Armed with 
kno wledge o f ho w hurricanes build up 
energy and ho w the patterns o f circulatio n 
in the atmo sphere determine their paths, it 
may y et pro v e po ssible to minimize their 
destructiv eness by accurate fo recasting, 
and ev entually ev en to co ntro l them. 


EFFICIENCY’S THE KEY 
No w that the federal pay ro ll is o n the 
upswing again—this time under a Repub­

The administratio n canno t be blamed to o 
v igo ro usly fo r no t slashing the federal pay ­ 
ro ll further. Perhaps the number o f em­ 
plo y es co uld—and o ught to —be cut so me 
mo re. But the fact remalhs that the United 
States go v ernment is a tremendo us busi­ 
ness that needs a great number o f peo ple 
to keep it go ing efficiently . 
That is the key to the matter: the#pay - 
ro ll must be large eno ugh to run the go v ­ 
ernment efficiently , but no t so large that 
peo ple are dining at the public tro ugh with­ 
o ut do ing their share o f the wo rk. 


NO ATOMIC SECRETS 
No t so lo ng ago , there was widespread 
co ncern in this co untry lest o ur ato mic 
“ secrets” get into po ssessio n o f unfriendly 
po wers. Ev en no w\ many perso ns fav o r 
keeping all o ur ato mic kno w-ho w to o ur­ 
selv es. 
Yet o ne o f the mo st significant lesso ns to 
emerge fro m the internatio nal ato mic en­ 
ergy co nference in Genev a is that there are 
few real ato mic “ secrets” , and no ne that 
canno t ultimately be disco v ered by co m­ 
petent scientists any where. 
A go o d illustratio n o f this is the repo rt 
that American, Russian, French and British 
scientists—wo rking « independently and se­ 
cretly —made 
almo st 
identical 
findings 
abo ut a key step in the uranium fissio n 
pro cess. It is no lo nger realistic— if it ev er 
was—to base o ur fo reign po licy o n the idea 
that we and we alo ne hav e the key to the 
ato m. Secrets o f nature canno t be co n­ 
tained within natio nal bo undaries.

PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS 
In the past session of Congress, seven resolu ­ 
tions were introdu ced proposing constitu tional 
amendments changing the method for nominating 
and electing the President and Vice President of 
the United States. What it all comes down to is 
that there seems to be an excitement abou t hav­ 
ing a more direct election of these officers. 
The main objection to the • Electoral system 
is that an u nfair discrimination exists whereby 
the “individu al voter in New York State has 
fifteen times the vote-power in Presidential elec­ 
tions as an equ ally important individu al citizen 
in Delaware.” Personally, I cannot get excited by 
the arithmetic. 
What is cau sing the citizen profou nd concern 
is that he actu ally does not have mu ch choice in 
the selection of a President. He is given two 
names, selected by a small grou p in each party, 
and he has to vote for one or the other or not at 
all. 
Let me recou nt the inside story of the Willkie 
nomination as an example of what actu ally hap­ 
pens. Bu t before 1 go on with the story, permit 
me to make the point that every once in a while, 
I read a letter from someone calling attention to 
an error of fact in an article in this colu mn, the 
error « being that the letter-writer never heard of 
the m atter to which I refer, while I am recou nting 
what is to me a personal experience becau se I 
handled the m atter personally. 
I was once associated with the National Asso­ 
ciation of Manu factu rers and at that time a grou p 
of big bu siness men decided that they had to find 
a candidate, to defeat Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
that the ordinary Repu blican wou ld not do be­ 
cau se* he cou ld not get elected. So, Wendell Will­ 
kie, a lawyer for Commonwealth and Sou thern, 
who had come u p from Ohio, was stu died as one 
ot several prospects. He believed in private en­ 
terprise and was a top-notch pu blic relations man. 
So they decided to test him ou t and they got him 
on a session of the Town Meeting of the Air, 
where he did a splendid job. Now, I am not talk 
ing from books becau se I worked on that job 
along with some other wordsmiths. 
So Willkie made good and a special organiza­ 
tion was established and du ly financed to mobilize 
American bu siness in every town in the United 
States for Wendell Willkie. This was highly cam­ 
ou flaged and its existence is still denied, bu t I 
was there. So the denials make no impression 
u pon me. I know a lot of other people who were 
there. 
So all of a su dden, this comparatively obscu re 
man, who had been a Socialist at college and a 
registered Democrat in New York, and who got 
his job becau se he was a Democrat, was made 
into a Repu blican and was pu t over as a colossal 
tribu ne of the peonle. who wou ld defeat Franklin 
D. ' Roosevelt. 
(Incidentally, and this can be 
checked, « orne of these bu siness men contribu ted 
to Roosevelt as well as to Willkie). 
I cite this example becau se I personally wit­ 
nessed this organization in its early stages and 
then voted for Roger Babson to salve my con­ 
science. And many u nbelievable incidents related 
to this effort come to my mind whenever I 
think of a free election and the free choice of 
the people. 
Trie qu estion of political responsibility and the 
political growth of the individu al leader is really 
more important than the amendments I see before 
me. Take for instance, the nomination of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower. The leader of the Repu blican 
» Party was Robert A. Taft, bu t Eisenhower, an 
ou tsider, was nominated becau se the inner grou p 
in the party, this time the same bu siness men 
combined with the Dewey machine, felt that Taft 
cou ld « not be elected and that Eisenhower cou ld 
be. And Eisenhower was elected; Bu t what of 
party responsibility? 
There are some in this cou ntry who no longer 
believe in party responsibility and who are lead­ 
ing u s, step by step, toward government by per­ 
sonal popu larity. The parties are losing the reason 
for existence, except as vehicles of election. Yet 
experience shows that the two-party system, op­ 
erating on principle, and led by men of political 
responsibility as in Great B ritain,. produ ces an 
efficient, competent type of government for a free 
people. How to re-establish that kind of political 
responsibility in this cou ntry is really ou r most 
pressing problem.

In these days, good prenatal care is available 
for most you ng expectant mothers who wish to 
take advantage of it and the decrease in the 
death rate of babies at birth and du ring their first 
year accou nts, to a large extent, for ou r increased 
average length of life. We all know the import­ 
ance of a proper all-rou nd diet for the expectant 
mother carrying a child bu t we may forget that 
the types of food eaten by the mother 
At this 
time go to make u p a great deal o f the fu tu re 
development of thé child. 
For* example, we may not realize that the 
crown» of all the baby teeth (the parts that will 
show) are formed in the baby’s gu ms before he 
is bom. In other words, they are made from what 
the mother eats du ring pregnancy. We know that 
among the food elements necessary to make good 
strong teeth the following are particu larly im­ 
portant: calciu m and phosphoru s (daily produ cts 
su ch as milk and cheese), vitamin D (cod-liver oi) 
and su nshine), vitamin C (oranges, grapefru it, 
raw tomatoes, cabbage), as well as other vitamins 
and minerals. 
A fu rther thou ght is that the baby’s permanent 
teeth are already being formed within a few 
months after birth. A baby at this age is, of 
cou rse, getting plenty of calciu m and phosphoru s 
from his milk diet. He mu st get his vitamin D 
from some fish-liver oil beginning perhaps as 
early as two weeks old and his vitamin C from 
orange or tomato ju ice or in pill form if he is 
not on mother’s milk. Cow's milk is poor in vita­ 
min C bu t mother’s milk contains a good su pply, 
especially if she is taking plenty of raw fru its 
and vegetables. 
Some you ng mothers worry if their baby does 
not have his first teeth at arou nd the average age 
of 7 months bu t they shou ld keep in mind that one 
baby may have his first tooth at three months and 
another not u ntil one year and yet both are 
healthy an^l normal. There may be a two or three 
month period of fretting before the 
a p p e a r a n c e of 
the first tooth, or a tooth may seem to appear 
su ddenly with no u nu su al symptoms on the baby’s 
part. The order in which the variou s teeth may 
appear varies in different children bu t, as a ru le, 
the first two teeth are the middle two in the 
lower front. After a few*months the middle u pper 
fou r u su ally arrive. These six teeth are u su ally 
in by the age of one year. Often there is a pau se 
of a few months and then two more in the lower 
front and the first fou r molars. These come in 
back a space from the front teeth to leave room 
for the canine teeth next to the front ones. These 
u su ally come along from abou t one year and a 
half to two years of age. Du ring the first half of 
the third year, the second fou r molars come in. 
This is a total of twenty teeth in the first two 
and a half years. 
The first fou r molar teeth seem to give the 
most trou ble. Giving the baby something to chew 
on helps. Teething rings or any piece of'ru bber 
will do. Some babies prefo* a certain kind of cloth 
to chew on. In any evefft, let him have some­ 
thing or you may find him chewing the paint 
from fu rnitu re or other objects.

Washington (NEA) — From 
a dollars-and-Cents-in - the - pay- 
envelope point of view, Labor 
Day this year finds American 
workers in a mu ch better posi­ 
tion than a year ago. There are 
still nu merou s local gripes, bu t 
that’s chronic. 
The recession of 1954 
has 
largely receded. 
Employment 
is u p from a 
rou nd nu mber total of 62 mil­ 
lion a year ago, to 65 million by 
the latest estimates available. 
Unemployment is down from 3.3 
million to 2.4 million. Temporary 
layoffs are down from 300,000 to 
160,000. 
National average, nonagricu l- 
tu ral wage rates are u p from 
$1.80 to $1.88 an hou r in the 
principal indu stries. 
The cost of living has in­ 
creased abou t one point in the 
past year. Food is down, bu t 
other things i are u p. 
THE $1 AN HOUR minimu m 
wage is now law. 
The wave of strikes expected 
at the beginning of 1955, on the 
eve of many major contract re­ 
openings, did not materialize. 
A general pattern of wage and 
fringe benefits averaging arou nd 
15 cents an hou r has emerged 
from the year’s new contracts. 
This was the average figu re in 
the new basic steel indu stry con­ 
tract. The range was from 11 Ys 
cents for common labor to 27 
cents for the highest skilled 
workers. 
This grant of larger increases 
to the higher paid empbyes is a 
reversal of the Worm War 2 
and postwar contracts. In that 
period raises were granted across 
the Board, equ al for all skills. 
THE CHANGE IS a reflection 
of the increased demand for 


skilled workers. 
It may be a 
sign of the increasing trend to­ 
ward au tomation. Bu t the fear 
that this technological improve- 
meat 
in 
produ ction 
methods 
wou ld throw many workers ou t 
of their jobs has temporarily, at 
least, been dispelled by the ex­ 
panding economy. Total employ­ 
ment for key indu stries like Gen­ 
eral Motors, U. S. Steel and 
General Electric is ru nning at 
record 
peacetime 
highs. 
Ma­ 
chines may be replacing men on 
some produ ction lines. Bu t more 
jobs are opening u p. 
THE BASIC STEEL average 
increase of 15 cents an hoyr has 
been followed in alu minu m (15 
cents), nonferou s metals (15*4 
cents) and Armou r and Swift 
(14 cents), first contracts to be 
signed in the meat packing in­ 
du stry. 
Withou t even the threat of a 
strike, John L. Lewis won for 
the United Mine Workers 15 
cents an hou r more on Sept. 1, 
plu s another 10 cents next April 
1. This is the record straight 
hou rly wage gain of the year. 
The United Au to Workers’ 
package deal with Ford and 
General Motors is estimated at 
total wage and fringe increases 
equ al to 20 cents an hou r. 
The big new idea in both au to 
and steel contracts is a com­ 
pany contribu tion to an u nem­ 
ployment 
benefit 
fu nd. 
Pay­ 
ments from this fu nd, to su pple­ 
ment state u nemployment in­ 
su rance benefits, cannot begin 
till next year. 
The hu rdle of getting state 
legal au thority for these su pple­ 
mentary u nemployment bene­ 
fits still has to be cleared. Mich­ 
igan and Connecticu t were the 
first to approve them.

Washington, 
Commu nist cau se in America 
has had a lu cky break. Thou gh 
not so intended, of cou rse, it 
tu rns ou t that $15,000,000 orig­ 
inally derived from the free- 
enterprise system throu gh 
the 
diligent and inventive effort* of 
the late Henry Ford is now go­ 
ing to be u sed to help persu ade 
the people of the United States 
that 
Commu nist 
activity 
in 
America has been insignificant 
and u nimportant. Yet one of the 
main objectives of the Commu ­ 
nist» has been and is to destroy 
the system of private capitalism 
in ou r own cou ntry, and to su b­ 
vert 
the 
government of the 
United States and its institu ­ 
tions. 
TO BE ABLE to mobilize $15,- 
000,000 to carry on a political 
paganda and to pu t it in a 
d which is exempt from pay­ 
ing Income taxes is qu ite an 
achievement for any cau se how­ 
ever well intentioned especially 
since u p to now philanthropic 
fou ndations have not engaged 
openly in propaganda on politi­ 
cal issu es nor have they boldly 
annou nced that they are going 
to do so. Legally they have the 
right 
to espou se almost any

Au g. 29 — The last year the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee issu ed a doc­ 
u ment giving a digest of all the 
laws and regu lations governing 
the internal secu rity program.

“An impartial observer will 
note, too, that the effort to 
strengthen ou r internal secu rity 
laws has also been su bject very 
often to ridicu le as constitu ting 
a ‘mou ntain ou t of a mole hill’ 
and as allegedly too ‘costly’ to 
be ju stified. 
“However, a look at modem 
history will show how a single 
spy, or dangerou s du pe, e. g. a 
single traitor like Klau s Fu chs, 
can virtu ally change an entire 
pattern . . . in history by his 
service to the cau se of interna­ 
tional commu nism.” 
REJECTING the theory that 
the qu antity of members of the 
Commu nist party or the nu m­ 
ber of witnesses before commit­ 
tees is a measu re of the extent 
of the treason that the Commu ­ 
nists encou rage, the Congress 
of the United States ju st a year 
ago by overwhelming vote of 
both Democrats and Repu bli­ 
cans wrote into the laws of the 
land the following declaration: 
‘The Congress hereby finds 
and declares that the Commu ­ 
nist party of the United States, 
althou gh pu rportedly a political 
party, is in fact an instru men- 
ality of a conspiracy to over­ 
throw the government of the 
United States. It constitu tes an 
au thoritarian dictatorship with­ 
in the repu blic, demanding for 
itself the rights and privileges 
accorded to political parties, bu t 
denying to all others the liber­ 
ties gu aranteed by the Consti­ 
tu tion. . . . 
“The Commu nist party is rel­ 
atively small nu merically and 
gives scant indication of capacity 
ever to attain its end by lawfu l 
political means. The peril inher­ 
ent in its operations arises not 
from its nu mbers, bu t from its 
failu re to acknowledge any limi­ 
tation as to tlie natu re of its ac­ 
tivities, and its dedication ^o the 
proposition that the present con­ 
stitu tional government of the 
United States u ltimately mu st 
be brou ght to ru in by any avail­ 
able means, inclu ding resort to 
force and violence. Holding that 
doctrine, its role as the agency of 
the hostile foreign power renders 
its existence a clear and present 
and continu ing danger to the se­ 
cu rity of the United States. 
It 
is the means whereby individu als 
are sedu ced into the service of 
the world Commu nist movement, 
trained to do its bidding, and di­ 
rected and controlled in the con­ 
spiratorial performance of their 
revolu tionary services. Therefore 
the Commu nist party shou ld be 
ou tlawed.” 
BUT THE SO-CALLED “Fu nd 
for the Repu blic” with its $15,- 
000,000 apparently is to try to 
prove by its stu dies that the 
American people are “remark­ 
ably intolerant of 
m i n o r i t y 
views” and that “a . political 
party” in this cou ntry has mere­ 
ly 
been 
“identified 
with the 
‘enemy’.” 
The word “enemy” i» given 
in qu otation marks in the report. 
Nowhere in it is there any 
statement that incontrovertible 
evidence has been presented to 
Congress and the cou rts showing 
how a conspiracy, financed and 
directed by a foreign govern­ 
ment, has set u p a political 
party as a front in America 
which has actu ally been u sed 
for treasonable pu rposes.

throu gh the pores by the Repu b­ 
lican Party. The FBI cased Lane 
five years ago and reported that 
he was bom in 1895, was edu ­ 
cated at Georgetown, was a

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STUDYING WEATHER 
The first step in controlling weather is 
getting to know and understand it. The 
United States Weather Bureau is prepar­ 
ing to make this move. 
Armed with an appropriation from Con­ 
gress, the Weather Bureau is planning a 
study of hurricanes and tornadoes in an 
attempt to learn what influences these wind 
and cloud monsters. Already skilled at 
tracking these storms, the Bureau is try­ 
ing to develop still more accurate forecast­ 
ing in an effort to reduce personal injuries 
and property damage. It is hoped that this 
new knowledge can reduce the annual 
$100,000,000 property damage caused by 
these storms by at least a tenth. 
The Weather Bureau requested a grant 
of $3,000,000 for financing this study. The 
request was made.before the hurricane sea­ 
son got under way. Consequently, Congress 
authorized an appropriation of only $500,- 
000. If Congress were in session now’ that 
hurricanes actually arc lashing the eastern 
seaboard, it would probably appropriate 
twice the amount requested. Despite the 
severe cut, the Weather Bureau will start 
its projected study, hoping that eventually 
Congress will understand the necessity for 
granting the full amount. 
While it may never be possible to gain 
mastery over the weather, more accurate 
forecasting appears feasible. Armed with 
knowledge of how’ hurricanes build up 
energy and how’ the patterns of circulation 
in the atmosphere determine their paths, it 
may yet prove possible to minimize their 
destructiveness by accurate forecasting, 
and eventually even to control them.

In the past session of Congress, seven resolu­ 
tions were introduced proposing constitutional 
amendments changing the method for nominating 
and electing the President and Vice President of 
the Uniled States.

The main objection to the • Electoral system 
is that an unfair discrimination exists whereby 
the "individual voter in New York State has 
fifteen times the vote-powcr in Presidential elec­ 
tions as an equally im portant individual citizen 
in Delaware." Personally, I cannot get excited by 
the arithm etic. 
W hat is causing the citizen profound concern 
is that he actually does not have much choice in 
the selection of a President. He is given two 
names, selected by a small group in each party, 
and he has to vote for one or the other or not at j 
all. 
Let me recount the inside story of the Willkie 
nomination as an example of what actually hap­ 
pens. But before I go on with the story, permit 
me to make the point that every once in a while, 
I read a letter from someone calling attention to 
an error of fact in an article in this column, the I 
error *being that the letter-w riter never heard of I 
the m atter to which I refer, while I am recounting i 
what is to me a personal experience because I 
handled the m atter personally.

Yet one of the most significant lessons to 
emerge from the international atomic en­ 
ergy conference in Geneva is that there are 
few real atomic “secrets”, and none that 
cannot ultimately be discovered by com­ 
petent scientists anywhere. 
A good illustration of this is the report 
that American, Russian. French and British 
scientists—working ‘independently and se­ 
cretly—made

findings 
about a key step in the uranium fission 
process. It is no longer realistic— if it ever 
was—to base our foreign policy on the idea 
that we and w*e alone have the key to the 
atom.

Nelsen said REA borrowers 
buy 8 5 per cent of th eir power 
from privately owned electric 
companies or public agencies 
and generate 15 per cent th em­ 
selves.

Washington, Aug. 29 of1»—The 
air force, in a new policy state­ 
ment, has urged a break with 
the past in developing and using 
guided missiles. 
Indicating the extent of prog­ 
ress in missile development, the 
air force said the time has come 
to stop thinking of missiles in 
terms of conventional piloted 
airplanes. 
SUCH THINKING has been 
necessary up to now, the state­ 
ment said, but "reluctance to de­ 
part from such development and 
planning procedures may prevent 
maximum progress." 
Signed by Gen. Nathan F. 
Twining, air force chief of staff, 
the statement added: 
*'Guided missiles and manned 
aircraft can be combined to cre­ 
ate a formidable instrument of 
air power.

U. S. Delegates

Washington, Aug. 29 UP) — A 
member of the U. S. farm dele­ 
gation that recently toured Rus­ 
sia said today Soviet farms need 
"less large self-propelled ma­ 
chinery and more self-propelled 
farmers." 
Herbert W. Pike, operator of 
a 700-acre farm near Whiting, 
Iowa, said in a copyrighted inter­ 
view with the magazine U. S. 
News & World Report: 
"Soviet farming suffers from 
the curse of bigness. Their farms 
are too big. Their fields are too 
big. Their labor force is too big 
. . . some of their large self- 
propelled machines are too big.’ 


DESPITE widespread ineffi 
ciency, Pike said he saw no signs 
of an agricultural crisis in Rus­ 
sia. He said if there is a crisis, 
it results from a desire "to get 
a better and more varied diet, 
something besides bread, pota­ 
toes and cucumbers." 
In this, Pike agreed with two 
other members of the U. S. farm 
group. In an NBC television in­ 
terview yesterday, Ralph Olsen 
of Ellsworth, 
Iowa, and Dr. 
David G. Johnson of the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago said they saw 
no indication of a current food 
shortage in Russia. They said a 
growing population might cause 
shortages in time. 


THE HEAD of the U. S. group, 
Dr. William V. Lambert of the 
University of Nebraska, said on 
a separate NBC television pro­ 
gram yesterday that the Soviets 
may lack food reserves necessary 
to wage war. He said this might 
be one reason for Russia’s new 
friendly 
attitude 
toward 
the 
United States, and for its drive 
to increase farm production. 
Pike said he thought Russia 
las little opportunity to increase 
the yield from its fields, apart 
from opening new lands and 
making wider use of irrigation. 
He said he thought yields are 
about as good as climate and 
rainfall permit. 


IN FIELD operations, Pike 
said, the average Russian farm 
would seem to be as highly 
mechanized as the typical Ameri­ 
can farm. 
Piek said Russian farmers are 
regimented along army lines and 
accept the idea as necessary for 
the country’s good. 
"Those Americans who think 
there is going to be a rebellion 
in Russia and that communism is 
going to be .washed out tomor­ 
row are engaging in

U. S. Delegates 
Give Views on 
Russian Farming 


W ashington, Aug. 29 <A»> — A 
member of the U. S. farm dele­ 
gation that recently toured Rus­ 
sia said today Soviet farms need 
“less 
large 
self-propelled 
m a­ 
chinery and more self-propelled 
farm ers.” 
Herbert W. Pike, operator of 
a 700-acre farm near Whiting, 
Iowa. said in a copyrighted inter­ 
view with the magazine U. S. 
News & World Report: 
“Soviet farming suffers from 
the curse of bigness Their farms 
are too big. Their fields are too 
big. Their labor force is too big 
. . . some of their large self- 
propelled machines are too big.” 
DESPITE 
widespread 
ineffi­ 
ciency, Pike said he saw no signs 
of an agricultural crisis in Rus­ 
sia. He said if there is a crisis. 
it results from a desire “to get 
a better and more varied diet, 
something besides bread, pota­ 
toes and cucumbers.” 
In this. Pike agreed with two 
other members of the U. S. farm 
group. In an NBC television in­ 
terview yesterday, Ralph Olsen 
of 
Ellsworth, 
Iow’a. 
and 
Dr. 
David G. Johnson of the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago said they saw 
no indication of a current food 
shortage in Russia. They said a 
growing population might cause 
shortages in time. 
THE If EAD of the U. S. group, 
Dr. William V. Lambert of the 
University of Nebraska, said on 
a separate NBC television pro­ 
gram yesterday that the Soviets 
may lack food reserves necessary 
to wage w’ar. He said this might 
be one reason for Russia's new 
friendly 
attitude 
toward 
the 
United States, and for its drive 
to increase farm production. 
Pike said he thought Russia 
has little opportunity to increase 
the yield from its fields, apart 
from opening 
new lands 
and 
making wider use of irrigation. 
He said he thought yields are 
about as good as climate and 
rainfall permit. 
IN 
FIELD operations. Pike 
said, the average Russian farm 
would 
seem to be as highly 
mechanized as the typical Ameri­ 
can farm. 
Pick said Russian fanners are 
regimented along arm y lines and 
accept the idea as necessary for 
the country’s good. 
"Those Americans who think 
there is going to be a rebellion 
in Russia and that communism is 
going to be .washed out tom or­ 
row 
are 
engaging 
in 
purely 
wishful thinking,” he said. 
The Russian people, he said, 
“feel that they are going some­ 
place and that they really have 
gone places already.”

PEOPLE, of course, 
get a psychological value from 
sun bathing, a certain sense of 
well-being, and if in addition 
they can get a fashionable tan, 
it may be w orth the trouble. I t’s 
im portant to remember, how­ 
ever, th at people vary widely 
in their skin’s tolerance of sun 
rays, and the burning rays of 
the sun are just as variable.
